If the parties to 
the dispute caimot formulate a set of 
rules by July 1 next the railroad labor 
board will hand down a set of rules 
binding on both parties. 


Restores Individuality (u Roads 
Naturally workingmen imagine that 


with the abrogation 
of the national 


agreement, certain aggressive foes of 
union Jabor in the railroad world will 
assume an arbitrary attitude and that 
the strike weapon which has hitherto 
been used as a means of coercing a 
single road will be of little avail. If 
working conditions 
on the Ponnsyl- 


riiuin system for instance are agreeable 
and wages arc fixed to the satisfac- 
tion or the men, there will be little 
reason for sympathetic action with the 
employes of a southwestern railroad. 
Tlie power of the railroad brother- 
hoods has been their right to nego- 
tiate for all the rairoml employes of 
the country, as a unit. This has ad- 
mittedly resulted in inequities nnd the 
railroad systems have insisted 
that 


since the roads came hack to them, 
two hundred employers exist instead 
of one federal employer and it is de- 
sirable for each road to deal directly 
with its own men on all questions. 


Some More Thorns Removed 


The arbitrary railroad 
executive, 


however, will still be subject to the 
rules of the railroad labor board to 
which an appeal can lie taken if there 
are violations of the principles in the 
Chicago decision just announced. On 
the side of the railroads, too. some 
thorns will have been removed. 
It. 


will be noted that the Chicago decision 
speaks of payment for the eight hour 
day on a basis of "practically continu- 
ous service." This of course doesn't 
relate to trainmen 
and 
pnginemen 


whoso hours wi>ro fixed by the Adam- 
son law but it does have n vital bear- 
ing in station agents and other rail- 
road employes for whom the railroads 
have actually had only two or three 


hours work a day but have been com- 
pelled to pay a full day. It is said 
that there arc many instances of sta- 
tion agents who oytn suburban sta- 
tions for an hour in the early morn- 
ing and again at night, handling only 
two trains a day. In 
the 
iiiterruin 


they have established themselves in 
private business, drawing pay from the 
ronds for an eight hour day as well 
as from their own business pursuits. 
The full effect of the decision will not 
be immediately apparent. The speci- 
fic rules have yet to be formulated 
by the roads and the representatives 
of labor. 
Itut the Chicago decision 


affords a basis for compromise and re- 
adjustment and the general feeling in 
the national capital here, particularly 
among those who have made a study 
of the railroad problem, is that the 
Cliicago decision starts the ball rolling 
and that if as expeditious action be 
secured on the general question of 
wages the railroads will slowly emerge 
from chaos to the efficiency which 
formerly characterized private opera- 
tion and control. 


Seek Compromise on Wages 


President Harding is fur the mo- 


ment occupying himself with consult- 
ations looking toward a compromise 
between both labor and employes on 
the wage agreements, which of course, 
are untouched by the Chicago decision. 
Some stimulus from the chief execu- 
tive may be necessary before a decis- 
ion is reached on the wage question 
and there is talk of a general confer- 
ence between employers aud employes 
of each region to adjust, wage scales 
irrespective nf 
the outcome of 
the 


cases pending before the labor board 
at Chicago.

Popular ignorance of the Bible is 


of t\vo kinds. 
There''are fieople yet 


who think the Bible was meant to teach 
astronomy, geography, geology, biology 
and, in fact, all other 
branches of 


knowledge. 
That whenever it 
inci- 


dentally touches ou any of these sub- 
ject.-, it is 'an authority on them for 
all time, and that any other view 
is heresy, if not infidelity. That species 
of ignorance has almost vanished, al- 
beit it once was practically universal. 


These 
belated, 
and 
superstitious 


claims for -the-Bihle are often accused 
of causing the other form- of popular 
ignorance .of its contents. 
Multitudes 


of. otherwise .cultured people try to 
justify tliemselvcs in assuming .that 
because of the gross views mentioned, 
the Bible is not worthy of their study. 
This position 
is absolutely 
absurd. 


Any ignorance of the Bible is just as 
real ignorance as any other land of ig- 
norance. No person in our day is truly 
educated who does not know the Bih'.e. 
There is no legitimate apology for this 
ignorance. 


There never was n time when one 


would find one's self in better intel- 
lectual company than one now is when 
studying the sacred Scriptures. Myr- 
iads 'of us great minds as the world 
has ever produced are habitual readers 
of the -Bible, and the specialists and 
experts, who are devoting their lives 
exclusively lo its research, are second 
to none among the learned in acumen 
and culture. Lest I be considered dog- 
matic in these strong assertions, it. is 
well 
to quote 
from some 
thinkers 


whose judgment cannot bo so-impeach- 
ed. 
Professor Huxley was notorious 


for his satire against theological ab- 
surdities, and he utterly worsted the 
great Gladstone in the latter's attempt 
to make the Bible an authority on cre- 
ation. 
Yet. Huxley knew too well its 


value to depreciate its place in the 
world. 


Space forbids my quoting more than 


this from him: "1 have been seriously 
perplexed to know by what practical 
measures the religious feeling, which 
is the essential basis of conduct was 
to be kept up, in the present. utterly 
chaotic state of opinion on tliese inat- 
tr-r=, without the use of the'Bible, Take 
the Bible as a while: make the sev- 
erest deductions which fair criticism 
can dictate for it's • short-comings and 
positive errors: eliminate, as u sen- 
sible teacher would do if left to him- 
self, all that it is not desirable for 
children to occupy themselves with, 
and there still remains in this old lit- 
erature, a vast residuum of inoral 
beauty and grandeur. 
And then con- 


sider the great historical fact that .for 
three centuries this book 
hu.s 
been 


woven into the life^of all Unit is best 
atid noblest .in English history; and 
that it abounds in exquisite-beauties 
of literary form. By the study of what 
other book, could children be so hu- 
manized and made to feel that each 
figure in that vast historical proces- 
sion fills, like themselves, but u mo- 
mentary space, in the interval between 
two, eternities, and earns the blessings 
or'the curses .of all time, according 
to its efforts to do good and hate evil 
even as they are earning their pay- 
ment for their work?" 


Like. Huxley, Frederick .Harrison 


was an agnostic, as well as one of the 
most eminent English 
philosophical 


writers. He expressed himself in the 
Nineteenth Century magazine in these 
words: "1 need hardly tell you to read 
another and greater book. The Book 
which begot English 
prose 
still re- 


mains its supreme type. 
The English 


Bible is the true school of English lit- 
erature. ,'H possesses every quality 
of our language in its highest form— 
except for scientific precision, prac- 
tical affairs, ajifl' philosophic analysis. 


If you care to know the best that our 
literature can give in slmp'e, upble 
prose, mark, learn and Inwardly digest 
the Holy Scriptures in the English 
tongue." 


John Ruskin's literary perfection is 


well known, as also is the fact that 
he attributed it^toliis mother's com- 
pelling him whofi a boy to read a cer- 
tain number of chapters in the Bible 
every day.
